He was 
treated at the hospital and then was 
carried to the police station, but on 
his faimre to rally was returned to 
Grady Monday night, it was said. He

a fractured skull and other head in- 
juries, Hospital attaches — asserted 
Sunday night that he nad apparently 
been severely beaten, but Mrs. Cham- 
bers told police her husband was in- 
jured when he fell down several times.

Elaborated On by Abbe Dimnet 


“Life is too short not to iaake it 
great,” Abbe Ernest Dimnet, interna- 
tionally known French author and 
philosopher, asserted Tuesday moro- 
ing in his address at the Piedmont 
Driving Club as the first lecturer of 
the Atlanta Fortnightly Series. He 
spoke on “Feasts of the Mind,” and 
elaborated on a theme of beauty and 
happiness. 

As one of the greatest thinkers in 
the world, and author of “The Art of 
T inking” . and - other. philosophical 
works, the abbe defined feats of the 
mind as those bits of thoughts and 
feelings which elevate one intellectual- 
ly, physically, sentimentally, and re- 
ligiously. He advocated that every 
one read an inspiring passage from 


‘the Bible for four minutes every day. 


“We buy a good book because it 
shows the philosophy of the author. 
and we read it in the hope of find- 
ing that *magic’ which recalls a hap- 
py experience, a happy past,” he said. 
“We read Shakespeare and find a 
passage which is our own selves and 
it furnishes a fe@st for our mind. We 
read elevating books in the hope of 
being lifted to a higher plane in order 


in reality the viewer is seeking that 
‘something’ behind the scene. The 
artist searches for that ‘something. 
baffling as it is, which makes a }an- 
scape more than a mere pretty leaf, 
a pretty tree, 

“And the next feast is reverie, dif- 
erent from thought, which is altruis- 
tic, for reverie is always concerned 
with something we want or do not 
want. It is all about self, about that 
which interests us most, for then we 
feel that we are doing good to our- 
selves. That is selfishness, 
happy persons are selfish, often living 
secluded lives within themselves. A 
voman I know spends two-thirds of 
her time wrapped up -vithin. herself 
but she is happy hecause she feels 
she is above others, 
higher plane.” 

After revelation and _ intellectual 
study, wherein Abbe Dimnet described 
his theory of happiness reached from 
reading, he spoke for a time of re- 
ligion, which he described as being the 
“highest feast for the mind.”

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 22.—(4)— 
The tombs of Monte Alban in the 
state of Oaxaca, scene of the richest 
archeological discoveries of this con- 
tinent, today yielded evidence that 
the ancient Zapotec tribe of southern 
Mexico was expert in the civilized 
art of relief painting. 

Dr. Alfonso Caso, government arch- | 
eologist, announced that paintings 
had been found on the floor and door 
jamb of a dust-filled tomb. The paint- 
ings were done in. brilliant greens, 
reds and yellows, and the colors were 
well preserved, he said. 

It is not yet possible to determine | 
what the ancient artists portrayed or | 
what signficance their work may have. | 

The discovery was considered of | 
great importance because it sheds di- | 
rect light on the accomplishments of | 
the ancients. Dr. Caso admitted that | 
laymen might be disappointed because | 
none of the stores of jewels and gold | 
found in other Monte Alban tombs | 
were discovered in this one.

HELP FOR UNEMPLOYED 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.,—(4)—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, wife of the 
president-elect, called for a spirit of 
mutual helpfulness tonight to meet 
the unemployment situation, which 
she termed the biggest problem facing 
the country today. 

“If all of us share and make up 
our minds that we are going to do to 
the limit whatever we can do for oth- 
er people,” she said, “I know that we 
are going to weather this depres- 
sion.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who spoke as a 
representative of the emergency un- 
employment relief committee at the 
Prudence Penny Institute of Home 
Economics, also expressed the .belief 
that people “are going to insist that 
our statesmen study the reason for 
economic troubles such as we have 
been going through and try to pre- 
vent them in the future.”

BY LABOR GROUP 


Executive Council, How- 
ever, Asks Affirmation 
of Political Neutrality. 


BY PAUL MILLER. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 22.—(2)—A 
proposal that the American Federa- 
tion of Labor form a new political or- 
ganization—a “labor party”’—was 
made before its annual convention to- 
day by the Amalgamated Associations 
of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers. 


Indications, however, were the proj- 
ect would fail as similar proposals 
have failed in other years, for the 
federation’s executive council, in a 
surprise move, offered a supplemen- 
tal report affirming the organization’s 
non-partisan stand on governmental 
problems. 

The metal workers’ “labor party” 
resolution expressed dissatisfaction 
with the programs of the republican 
and democratic parties. It asked the 
federation to “abandon the traditional 
non-partisan. political policy and spon- 
sor a genuine labor party.” The reso- 
lution was shunted to a committee, 

The resolution was introduced as 
United States Senator James J. Da- 
vis, former secretary of labor, was 
telling the delegates “politics shauld 
now take a long vacation and the in- 
coming government should have our 
most hearty support on all measures 
which will promote the best interests 
of the people of the country.” 

Davis declared, too, for immediate 
modification of the Volstead act and 
for realignment of the tax structure 
of the country. 

Matthew Woll, president of the 
Union Life Insurance Company, 
founded and administered by organi- 
ed labor, reported that despite wide- 
spread unemployment, the company re- 
corded an 18 per cent increase in busi- 
ness last year to $57,077,506.

HERRIOT AND DUCE 
MAY HOLD PARLEY 


F ranco-Italian Confer- 
ence Expected on Inter- 
national Affairs. 


PARIS, Noy. 22.—‘UP)—A long- 
delayed meeting between Premier Ed- 
ouard Herriot, of France, and Premier 
Benito Mussolini, of Italy, presaging 
a new era of friendship between the 
neighbor nations, is probable within 
the near future, the United Press 
learned today. 

Fran e, through that meeting, hopes 
to restore a feeling of neighborliness 
with Italy that will react favorably 
for both countries. 

Andre Tardieu and Aristide Briand, 
during their time as premier, never 
actively sought to meet Mussolini. But 
Herriot, pleased by the Italian reac- 
tion to his Toulouse and Paris 
speeches, in which he praised Italy 
and admitted she had been treated 
unjustly in the framing o*° the peace 
treaties, is now anxious for such a 
meeting. 

The French premier hopes shortly 
to invite Mussolini to partake in a 
discussion of a few points of differ- 
ence between the two naticas—differ- 
ences which have been accentuated 
by bitter newspaper comment both in 
France and Italy. 

Herriot, in an exclusive talk with 
the United Press correspondent, stress- 
ed his desire to patch up these dif- 
ferences. 

Observers consider that France has 
only tw. things to ask of Italy: First, 
suppart of the French arms plan at 
Geneva, and, second, support of 
France’s war debt position before Eng- 
land and the United States.

Far East 
Easier. 

In spite of everything, Lytton re- 
port, kidnapings, etc., the situation in 
the far east is far less tense than 
it was four months ago. This is chief- 
ly due to the improvement of the re- 
lations between Moscow and Tokyo. 
When I entered the soviet union in 
May, war in the far east seemed 
inevitable. Berlin, Warsaw, Riga and 
even Moscow newspapers were almost 
hysterial with anticipation. Every 
move of the Japanese army in Man- 
churia was reported. Every advance 
seemed to bring the conflict nearer. 
The plans of the Japanese general 
staff were reported to be a march 
eet into Siberia as far as the Baikal 
lake. 

Today such a vast undertaking 
seems out of the question, The plan 
probably never existed in the first 
place. Russia has, moreover, poured 
reinforcements into Siberia. There can 
‘be no question now of a surprise. The 
situation in Manchuria itself remains 
unsettled, but the Japanese treasury 
'is by no means inexhaustible. Further- 
‘more, Japan is at grips with an eco- 
‘nomic depression without parallel. 
|The fantastic plot of the Japanese 
militarists, if it ever existed, is check- 
el for the moment. But that won't 
mean that Japan is going to with- 
‘draw her protection from Manchuria. 
It would take a combined western in- 
tervention to achieve this. And -even 
at that, Japan might maintain herself. 

*But even if Japan withdrew today, 
what would be the result? The an- 
swer to this question is not far to 
seek, If Japan is in earnest about rec- 
ognizing Manchuria as an_ independ- 
ent state and will allow Manchuria 
to act as such, the situation is not 
hopeless at all. A truly independent 
Manchuria with a stable government 
ought to be better than a Manchuria 
in chaos. But really independent, that 
is understood. Not a Japanese colony, 
like Korea. And no further leaguing 
‘and intriguing with White Russians, 
as has been reported in the Russian 
monarchist press in Paris, to set up 


state. 

The Japanese are a great people 
and Japan has a‘manifest destiny in 
the far east. One would like to see 
the Japanese keep their escutcheon 
‘clean, No more Shantung massacres 
and none of this brutal far eastern 
| Prussianism. In their present distress, 
‘oue cannot do otherwise but sympa- 
thize with t'e Japanese masses. Those 
laborious little men and women, 
whagn one came to love through Laf- 
cadio Hearne, deserve a better fate.

In reply the president 
was reported to have written that he 
did not know Hitler well enough and 
did not have sufficient confidence in 
him to place him at the head of a 
government responsible only to the 
president of the reich.

The reduction of the player lists 
likewise is aimed at more and better 
economy. The matter of Class A and 
Class B men may mean absolutely 
nothing to the man inthe street, but 
to the managers it is something to 
tear plenty of hair about. It means 
that they must go out and round up 
two more “B” boys, or to be perfectly 
frank, two more rookies, for their 
rosters. These callow lads must take 
the place of veteran players. 


NO FOOLIN’. 


At the same time they must watch 
their P’s and Q’s as well as their 
A’s and B’s on their player limits. 
They cannot have more than 16 ac- 
tive men on the list at any time. This 
will work the greatest hardship on 
the pitching staff. Most managers 
like most of their pitchers to be Class 
A chunkers, or seasoned performers. 


Last summer there was plenty of 
moaning among the managers because 
they had to carry five Class B play- 
ers on their rosters of 17 men. This 
had its limitations. The various club 
bosses were continually complaining 
about this. Geminy Chrismus, what'll 
they do now? 

They claimed that every time they 
had a chance to get a cracking good 
piteher, he turned out to be an A 
man. So, in order to take him on, 
they would have to get shed of anoth- 
er A man. 

Heretofore there has been plenty of 
latitude on monthly salary limits. The 
is little danger of any more 
priced players being n 
clubs with plenty of money. They will 
be expected to apportion the salaries 
on a mean average of $300 per month 
per player, excluding the manager. 

Doing Likewise. 

Other leagues over the country 
have either preceded or followed the 
Southern’s example. The classy Amer- 
ican association dropped its salary 
and player limit. The Coast league 
made a similar reduction. Economy 
and development of players will be 
the keynote. These innovations at 
least offer a chance to the financially 
embarrassed club owners to get out 
of the red. The club that is for- 
tunate enough to put a winning team 
on the field has a chance to make 
something at the gate now. 

The reduction of the waiver price 
in the Southern from $2,500 to $1,000 
should have its good results. Few 
players upon whom waivers are ask- 
ed nowadays are worth more than 
that. That and the clause which for- 
bids a club from importing major 
league players after August 1 are 
important too. Few clubs who have 
acted wisely in building their person- 
nel in advance will need major league 
help after August 1, anyway. 

All in all, the directors did a pret- 
ty good job of it at Memphis. It will 
be tough on the managers and ball 
players, but it at least assures the 
perpetuation of the leagues, which is 
the important thing.

“Do you know, Nancy, I can re- 
member when cranberry jelly was 
served only at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas? It never appeared at any 
other time. Now cranberry jelly is 
in season from the middle of October 
until February or March, and after 
that one may buy it ready to eat in 
cans.
